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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ohtani et al. 
(US 6,470,050) as set forth in the previous office action mailed on 02/09/2009. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 08/10/2009 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The applicant argues that Ohtani does not disclose a test and does not teach or suggest 
testing whether a second threshold number of pixels changed by at least a third noise threshold 
and the second threshold being at least two. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant. It is submitted that Ohtani 
teaches whether a second threshold number of pixels in the current block changed in pixel value 
by at least a third noise threshold (72 of fig. 10, fig. 9(b), the change point in each blocks and one 
block is composed four pixels, wherein the accumulation unit 72 calculates the frequency as the 
number of change points in one block which is composed of a prescribed number of pixels, col. 
13, lines 15-17, this disclosure suggests a prescribed number of pixels as a second threshold 
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number of pixels by at least third noise threshold as the number of change points in one block); 
and the second threshold being at least two (col. 13, lines 15-17, a prescribed number of pixels is 
the second threshold number of pixels; one block composes of the prescribed number of pixels 
and the number of pixels in one block can be set to any number other than 4, col. 13, lines 34-49, 
so one skilled in the art would set the prescribed number of pixels is two). In view of the 
discussion above, the claimed features are unpatentable over Ohtani. 

The arguments of Kago are persuasive and the rejection has been withdrawn.
